Another  possibility  that  Hollist  called  “a 
long  shot”  is  that  the  opposition  groups 
could  see  this  as  their  opportunity  and 
rally  together  to  overthrow  Pinochet. 

Another  alternative  would  be  to  put  off 
the  election. 

“He  could  have  any  thought  of  open 
elections  denounced,  saying,  ‘we  are  not 
yet  ready  to  have  an  election,  we  must 
wait  for  stability  to  return  to  the  coun¬ 
try’,”  Hollist  said. 

Pinochet  was  quoted  in  an  article  by  The 
Associated  Press  as  saying,  “We  are  in  a 
war  between  democracy  and  chaos.  Either 
we  accept  the  chaos  that  these  degenerate 
politicians  are  pushing  for,  or  we  support 
the  government,  seeking  democracy  as  a 
logical  solution.” 

Pinochet  has  repeatedly  declared  that 
he  wants  to  restore  democracy  according 
to  the  AP  story,  but  he  has  maintained  the 
dictatorship  since  he  came  into  power  in  a 
military  coup  in  1973.  He  forced  Marxist 
President  Salvador  Allende  out  of  power. 

Pinochet’s  comment  about  democracy 
was  simply  a  political  move,  according  to 
Hollist. 


“He’s  a  crafty,  astute,  political  figure 
and  he  doesn’t  want  to  lose  power,”  Hollist 
said. 

Security  forces  in  Chile  arrested  opposi¬ 
tion  leaders  and  raided  leftist  strongholds 
in  slum  areas  to  search  for  the  would-be 
assassins  who  ambushed  Pinochet’s  mo¬ 
torcade  according  to  the  AP . 

Three  leading  dissidents  and  three 
French  activist  priests  were  among  those 
said  to  be  arrested. 

“The  government  has  enough  support  to 
do  whatever  it  wants,”  Pinochet  declared. 

But  Pinochet  does  not  enjoy  the  popu¬ 
larity  that  he  had  in  the  early  1980’s,  be¬ 
fore  the  recession.  According  to  Hollist 
much  of  Pinochet’s  support  at  that  time 
came  from  the  business  community,  par¬ 
ticularly  those  involved  in  exports. 

Even  though  the  recession  has  lifted,  its 
impact  is  still  being  felt  in  the  Latin  Amer¬ 
ican  countries. 

A  chronically  depressed  economy  and 
his  failure  to  make  any  moves  toward 
democracy  has  undermined  Pinochet’s 
popularity. 

“Not  even  the  business  community  is 
happy,  they  are  disappointed  by  the 
regime,”  Hollist  said.

They  also  said  practices  such  as  artificial  insemination  and 
using  donor  sperm  and  eggs  for  producing  test  tube  babies  is 
morally  acceptable  in  most  cases. 

Allen,  who  teaches  a  biological  ethics  class  on  campus,  ex¬ 
plained  that  the  LDS  church  generally  leaves  the  decission  of 
surrogate  mothering  up  to  the  individuals  concerned.  “There  is 
really  no  official  rule  from  the  church,”  said  Allen. 

“They  (the  LDS  church)  caution  individuals  to  consult  their 
local  priesthood  leaders  and  act  prayerfully  and  through  personal 
inspiration,”  he  said. 

Members  of  the  fertility  society  committee  said  they  had  “seri¬ 
ous  ethical  reservations”  about  surrogate  motherhood.  The 
group  called  for  “intensive  scrutiny  of  the  practice  because  of 
legal  and  ethical  concerns,  and  because  so  much  is  unknown 
about  the  physical  and  psycologieal  effects  of  the  practice  on  the 
mothers  and  offspring  involved. 

The  committee  said  it  was  ethically  unacceptable  to  use  surro¬ 
gate  motherhood  for  non-medical  reasons,  such  as  the  conve¬ 
nience  of  not  carrying  a  fetus  to  term,  according  to  its  chairman, 
Howard  W.  Jones  Jr.  of  Eastern  Virginia  Medical  School. 


Special  Events  officials  and  many  football  ticket 
owners  agree  this  year’s  voucher  distribution  sys¬ 
tem  is  one  of  the  most  efficient  and  fair  of  any 
system  ever  tried  at  BYU. 

“For  the  most  part,”  said  Larry  Duffin,  BYU 
ticket  manager,  “we  have  received  favorable  com¬ 
ments.  We  felt  the  distribution  process  went  rather 
smoothly.” 

This  year’s  voucher  system  was  different  from 
last  year’s  ticket  lottery  in  that  students  purchased 
a  voucher  prior  to  the  ticket  distribution  date  last 
Friday.  On  that  day  they  exchanged  the  voucher 
for  one  season  ticket  for  each  of  the  six  home 
games. 

When  the  ticket  office  closed  Thursday  evening 
there  were  about  200  vouchers  that  had  not  been 
sold,  Duffin  said.  By  mid-morning  Friday  all  of  the 
vouchers  Ija^l  been  claimed. 

Although  arriving  early  did  not  give  students  a 
chance  at  better  seats,  Duffin  said  about  3,000  stu¬ 
dents  were  in  line  outside  the  Marriott  Center 
when  the  doors  opened  at  7  a.m. 

Brad  Ballard,  a  junior  from  Lake  Oswego,  Ore., 
majoring  in  psychology,  was  one  student  who  lined 


up  early.  Ballard  said  he  met  at  the  ASB  fountain 
with  a  club  before  going  to  the  Marriott  Center  to 
get  tickets.  He  said  there  were  about  300  people 
from  different  clubs  who  met  at  that  time. 

ASBYU  Athletics  Vice  President,  Brent  Baum, 
said  he  was  happy  with  the  distribution  of  the  tick¬ 
ets.  “Our  overall  feeling  is  that  we  are  pleased.  The 
distribution  was  handled  very  well.” 

Baum  admitted  some  people  at  ASBYU  were 
disappointed  they  didn’t  get  block  seating.  “It  is 
kind  of  unfortunate  we  don’t  have  the  block  seating 
anymore  because  people  like  to  sit  together  with 
friends.  But  that,  as  we  have  seen,  can  be  worked 
out.” 

He  added  that  in  planning  the  new  system,  AS¬ 
BYU  and  Special  Events  officials  were  “deter¬ 
mined  that  each  student,  no  matter  who  they  were, 
get  tickets  by  the  same  process.” 

Duffin  said  although  Special  Events  officials  are 
pleased  with  the  new  system,  some  changes  could 
be  expected  in  next  year’s  system.  This  year, _ 
vouchers  were  available  from  the  beginning  of 
April  until  Friday  when  they  sold  out. 

“So  few  students  took  advantage  of  that  option,” 
Duffin  said  referring  to  the  10,000  people  who  pur¬ 
chased  vouchers  before  Sept.  27,  “that  it  may  not 
be  necessary.”

Hollands  to  speak  at  assembly 

Administration  hopes  to  promote  attendance

BYU  President  Jeffrey  R-  Holland  and 
his  wife,  Patricia,  will  address  the  univer¬ 
sity  community  this  morning  at  the  annual 
President’s  “Welcome  Back”  Assembly. 

The  assembly,  which  will  take  place  at 
11  a.m.  in  the  Marriott  Center,  marks  the 
school  year’s  first  devotional.  It  also 
marks  the  inititation  of  a  series  of  changes 
that  have  been  made  to  promote  Devo¬ 
tional  assembly  attendance. 

BYU’s  administration,  which  places 
high  priority  on  the  devotionals,  has  re¬ 
duced  the  number  of  assemblies  this  year 
in  hopes  of  increasing  campus- wide  partic¬ 
ipation  and  a  stronger  feeling  of  campus 
unity. 

President  Holland  had  much  to  say  con¬ 
cerning  the  new  policies  and  the  reasons 
for  them  at  this  year’s  Annual  University 
Conference: 

“These  assemblies  offer  both  intellectu¬ 
ally  and  spiritually  so  much  of  what  ought 
to  be  a  shared  and  stimulating  university 
bond.  We  have  reduced  the  number  ...  to 
only  four  or  five  per.semester,  few  enough 
not  to  be  a  burden  on  even  the  busiest  of 
student  or  teacher.  But  now  when  we  hold 
these  community  experiences  we  intend 
for  everyone  to  come.” 

Holland  said  “all  but  the  most  essential” 
of  campus  services  would  be  closed,  and  he 
encouraged  as  many  as  possible  of  the 
campus  faculty  and  staff  to  attend  along 
with  the  student  body.  '

The  doors  to  the  library  will  be  closed  at 
10:50  a.m.  No  students  will  be  allowed  to 
enter  between  10:50  a.m.  and  noon. 

■  Students  already  in  the  library  will  be 
allowed  to  stay.  It  would  take  a  long  time 
to  clear  the  building,  according  to  Sterling 
Albrecht,  university  librarian. 

The  Testing  Center  will  follow  a  proce¬ 
dure  similar  to  the  library,  said  L.  J. 
“Bud”  Wood,  Testing  Center  manager. 

Students  in  line  by  10:30  a.m.  will  be 
allowed  to  take  their  tests.  No  other  tests 
will  be  issued  between  10:30  a.m.  and 
noon,  but  students  who  have  already  en¬ 
tered  will  not  be  expected  to  leave,  Wood 
said.

Elder  Vaughn  J.  Featherstone,  First 
Quorum  of  the  Seventy  of  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  offi¬ 
cially  announced  a  new  BYU  stake  on 
Aug.  31. 

The  new  stake  was  the  result  of  the 
division  of  the  BYU  9th  Stake.  Joseph 
Hugh  Baird,  BYU  9th  Stake  president, 
made  the  initial  request  for  the  new  stake. 
At  the  time  of  his  request,  the  BYU  9th 
Stake  consisted  of  14  wards. 

“A  stake  that  has  more  than  eight  wards 
is  considered  a  large  stake,”  said  Baird. 
“As  the  stake  became  that  large,  it  was 
difficult  to  administer  to  all  the  wards  ap¬ 
propriately.” 

Prior  to  the  change,  there  were  14  BYU 
stakes  and  one  Orem-college  stake.  The 
Orem-college  stake  consists  of  Utah  Tech¬ 
nical  College  students,  BYU  students  and 
people  who  live  in  the  Orem  area.  The  new 


stake  was  added  to  the  bottom  of  the  BYU 
list  making  it  the  BYU  15th  Stake. 

The  15th  Stake  presidency  includes  H. 
Donl  Peterson,  BYU  professor  of  ancient 
scripture  and  director  of  the  Pearl  of  Great 
Price  in  the  Religious  Studies  Center  since 
1982. 

Rex  C.  Reeve  Jr.,  BYU  assistant  pro¬ 
fessor  of  ancient  scripture  is  the  first  coun¬ 
selor  and  J.  Clifton  Fleming,  associate 
dean  of  the  BYU  Law  School,  will  act  as 
second  counselor.

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Tainted  Visine  injures  one 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  A  bottle  of  Visine  eye  drops  that  burned  the 
eyes  of  a  Salt  Lake  area  woman  was  tainted  with  chlorine,  possibly  from 
regular  household  bleach,  health  officials  said. 

Salt  Lake  City-County  Health  Director  Dr.  Harry  Gibbons  said  tests  con¬ 
ducted  Monday  on  the  eye  drops  showed  the  liquid  contained  11  parts  per 
million  free  chlorine  and  33  parts  per  million  total  chlorine. 

The  contaminated  bottle  and  36  containers  of  untainted  samples  were  being 
sent  to  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration’s  field  laboratory  in  Denver  Mon¬ 
day  afternoon.  The  bottles  were  being  tested  to  determine  if  the  solution  was 
bleach,  said  Ed  Sturgeon,  FDA  supervisory  investigator. 

The  24-year-old  woman  suffered  minor  burns  to  her  eyes  Sunday  night  after 
buying  the  eye  drops  that  evening  at  a  local  grocery  store. 

“We  looked  at  other  containers  of  Visine  and  don’t  see  any  other  evidence  of 
tampering,”  Sturgeon  said. 

Gibbons  and  Sturgeon  said  the  tampering  likely  was  an  isolated  incident. 

The  woman  told  authorities  she  remembered  after  using  the  eye  drops  that 
the  bottle’s  cellophane  wrapper  was  missing  and  the  safety  seal  appeared  to  be 
missing. 

“We  looked  at  other  containers  of  Visine  and  don’t  see  any  other  evidence  of 
tampering,”  Sturgeon  said.

Ruth  Daniloff,  who  was  scheduled  to  see  her  husband  Tuesday  for  the  third 
time  since  his  arrest  on  Aug.  30,  called  the  Izvestia  article  “preposterous.” 

“It’s  absolutely  crazy,”  she  said.  “It’s  just  for  domestic  consumption  while 
this  case  is  being  decided  on  a  much  higher  level.” 

Izvestia  tried  to  link  Daniloff  to  Paul  Stombaugh,  a  U.S.  diplomat  accused  of 
being  a  CIA  agent  and  expelled  from  the  Soviet  Union  in  June  1985. 

It  cited  as  evidence  a  note,  allegedly  given  to  a  Soviet  by  Stombaugh,  that 
said:  “We  would  like  to  assure  you  that  the  letter  delivered  by  you  to  the 
journalist  on  Jan.  24  got  to  the  designated  address.” 

Izvestia  claimed  Daniloff  was  the  journalist  mentioned  in  the  letter.

Explosion  in  Paris  kills  one 


Reporter  accused  of  spying 


MOSCOW  (AP)  —  The  newspaper  Izvestia  on  Monday  accused  Nicholas 
Daniloff  of  using  a  journalist’s  cover  to  ferret  out  military  secrets  about 
Afghanistan  and  claimed  the  American  reporter  worked  with  an  alleged  CIA 
agent  in  Moscow. 

The  government  newspaper  said  the  imprisoned  correspondent  for  U.S. 
News  &  World  Report  was  charged  by  a  military  prosecutor  with  espionage 
under  a  law  that  imposes  penalties  ranging  from  seven  years  in  prison  to 
death. 

The  article  elaborated  on  accusations  already  made  against  Daniloff  and 
expanded  the  charges  against  the  reporter  beyond  the  scope  of  the  original 
claim  that  he  received  secret  documents  during  what  was  described  as  a  secret 
meeting  with  a  Soviet  in  a  Moscow  park. 

The  arrest  of  Daniloff  and  the  espionage  charges  filed  Sunday  by  Soviet 
authorities  have  provoked  a  sharp  reaction  in  Washington.  Reagan  adminis¬ 
tration  officials  have  said  the  Unittd  States  views  the  case  as  “a  matter  of 


PARIS  (AP)  —  A  bomb  blew  open  the  facade  of  the  Paris  city  hall  Monday, 
killing  at  least  one  person,  city  hall  security  services  reported. 

A  city  hall  official  said  the  facade  of  the  ornate  building  was  “completely 
blown  out.” 

P  olice  Chief  Jean  Paolini  said  the  bomb  had  been  placed  “on  or  under  a  bench 
in  the  post  office”  on  the  ground  floor  of  city  hall. 

First  reports  said  10  people  were  injured.  The  fire  department  later  re¬ 
duced  it  to  three.  Paolini  said  two  people  were  “seriously  injured.”  • 

The  explosion  occurred  about  7  p.m. 

Premier  Jacques  Chirac,  who  is  also  mayor  of  the  capital,  interrupted  a 
internal  security  council  meeting  at  the  premier’s  office  to  go  to  the  scene  of 
the  explosion.  Minister  of  security  Robert  Pandraud  also  showed  up. 

City  hall  is  an  ornate  building  in  central  Paris,  across  the  Seine  River  from 
Notre  Dame  Cathedral. 

Police  cars  and  ambulences  have  blocked  the  scene  to  establish  security.

Warning  Soviets , 
Reagan  said  U.S. 
won't  make  swap 


LONDON  (AP)  —  The  escape  of  Pan  Am’s  cockpit  crew  at  the  start  of  the 
17-hour  hijacking  in  Pakistan  has  stirred  debate  over  whether  the  ancient  rule 
that  a  captain  never  abandons  ship  should  apply  to  jetliner  hijackings. 

An  informal  Associated  Press  survey  Monday  found  disagreement  on  the 
issue  among  pilots,  airline  officials  and  the  hijack  victims  themselves.  Opin¬ 
ions  ranged  from  one  survivor  who  called  the  cockpit  crew’s  action  “absolutely 


DENVER  (AP)  —  President 
Reagan  today  said  there  would  be  no 
trade  for  the  freedom  of  American 
journalist  Nicholas  Daniloff  and 
warned  Soviet  authorities  that  Dani- 
loffs  continued  detention  could  be¬ 
come  a  “major  obstacle”  to  improved 
superpower  relations. 

“I  call  upon  the  Soviet  authorities 
to  act  responsibly  and  quickly,”  said 
Reagan. 

He  called  the  detention  of  Daniloff 
on  espionage  charges  “an  outrage,” 
and  said  if  he  was  not  freed  soon, 
there  was  “no  way  to  prevent  this 
incident  from  becoming  a  major 
obstacle.”

The  Utah  State  F air  is  a. once  a  year 
event  set  up  as  an  entertainment  cen¬ 
ter  for  Utah  residents.

mary  coverage.  Under  the  primary 
approach,  the  policy  pays  appropriate 
benefits  regardless  of  any  other 
health  or  hospitalization  insurance. 

Basic  features  of  most  student  acci¬ 
dent  insurance  plans  are  lump-sum 
payments  for  death  and  specific  in¬ 
juries  and  payment  of  a  variety  of 
hospital  and  doctor  charges.  The  Vir¬ 
ginia  Plan,  a  student  insurance  pro¬ 
gram  available  to  school  districts 
throughout  that  state,  offers  a  stan¬ 
dard  option  policy  for  $7.75  a  year 
providing  “school  time  only”  coverage 
that  pays  a  maximum  of  $25,000  in 
benefits. 

When  considering  whether  to  buy 
this  supplemental  student  insurance, 
view  its  limited  coverage  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  family  primary  health  and 
accident  insurance.  Generally,  the 
better  the  basic  policy,  the  less  add¬ 
on  is  needed.  Keep  in  mind  the  stu¬ 
dent  policies  are  only  accident  in¬ 
surance  and  don’t  cover  illnesses.

Thomas  A.  Shannon,  execu¬ 
tive  director  of  the  National  School 
Boards  Association,  says  he’s  con¬ 
cerned  some  parents  may  believe 
they  have  more  coverage  than  is  actu¬ 
ally  offered.  “The  policies  tend  to  give 
parents  a  feeling  of  security  that’s 
just  not  warranted,”  he  says. 

A  spokesman  for  Mutual  of  Omaha, 
a  company  that  has  offered  student 
accident  policies  for  more  than  30 
years,  says  these  critics  may  be  right 
but  are  unrealistic. 

Many  families,  he  says,  can’t  afford 
to  pay  for  a  full  major-medical  policy, 
and  that’s  where  companies  like  Mu¬ 
tual  of  Omaha  fill  the  gap. 

He  says  employees  of  small  compa¬ 
nies  that  don’t  offer  comprehensive 
insurance  packages  are  those  most 
likely  to  benefit  from  student  cover¬ 
age. 

BYU  health  insurance  for  students 
is  available  for  $25  per  semester.  In¬ 
formation  and  forms  can  be  obtained 
from  the  McDonald  Health  Center.

Tired  of  grimy  black  hands? 

Sick  of  paying  outrageous  prices  for 
newspaper  subscriptions? 

A  solution  can  be  found  here  at 
BYU  through  a  service  called  Unitext 
published  by  the  Daily  Universe  in 
conjunction  with  KSL-TV. 

Unitext  is  a  dial-in  service  which 
delivers  current  news,  movie  listings, 
stock  market  data,  consumer  tips, 
weather  forecasts  and  other  current 
information.  Published  since  1984, 
Unitext  is  a  Utah  Valley  edition  of 
KSL-TV’s  Teletext-5  service. 

The  information  is  delivered  on  a 
local  number  from  a  campus  computer 
to  callers  with  computer  equipment 
and  a  device,  .called  a  modem,  to  con¬ 
nect  that  equipment  to  the  telephone 
system. 

The  number,  378-2959,  connects 
campus  and  Utah  County  callers  to 
BYU  equipment  in  the  Clyde  Build¬ 
ing. 


Once  the  connection  through  the 
modem  is  made,  the  caller  presses  the 
computer  return  key  once  or  twice. 
After  the  word  “request”  appears, 
the  caller  can  type  in  the  letters  “ksl” 
and  hit  the  return  key  again.’ 

After  a  pause,  the  caller  is  provided 
with  a  menu  listing  the  news  and  in¬ 
formation  categories  available.  Selec¬ 
tions  are  made  by  pressing  a  single 
key. 

In  addition  to  the  various  news  and 
information  categories  offered,  the 
caller  can  “download”  the  wanted  in¬ 
formation  into  his  personal  computer 
for  storage  and  future  reference. 

The  information  is  updated  Monday 
through  Friday  at  8  a.m.,  12  p.m.  and 
4  p.m.  and  at  noon  on  Saturday  by  the 
Unitext  Editor  at  the  Daily  Universe 
Offices.  Those  interested  can  call 
KSL  in  Salt  Lake  by  dailing  575-5911. 

Although  BYU’s  system  is  not  as 
widely  used  as  the  Salt  Lake  system, 
it  does  get  quite  a  few  calls.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  Bill  Porter,  assistant  professor 
of  communications,  the  system  re¬ 


ceives  between  1500  and  2000  calls 
per  month  or  about  80  calls  per  day. 
These  figures  are  not  conclusive  be¬ 
cause  it  does  not  include  many  of  the 
callers  who  use  their  own  home  com¬ 
puters. 

The  average  call  is  usually  no  more 
than  two  or  three  minutes.  However, 
a  caller  can  stay  connected  for  up  to 
six  minutes  before  being  automati¬ 
cally  disconnected.

BYU  above  average 

The  average  ACT  composite  score 
of  entering  BYU  freshman  was  23.5 
(of  35  possible)  for  fall  semester  1985. 
This  average  out-ranked  the  national 
average  of  18.9. 


The  launching  of  a  hot  air  balloon  on 
Friday  celebrated  the  start  of  this 
year’s  discipline  program  at  Rock 
Canyon  Elementary  School. 

The  program,  “Extending  Our¬ 
selves  Upward,”  is  designed  to  en¬ 
courage  good  behavior  in  the  stu¬ 
dents.  Although  the  program  has  a 
new  theme,  it  actually  began  at  the 
start  of  the  last  year’s  school  year  and 
is  not  new  to  returning  students. 

Last  year  the  theme  was  centered 
around  the  Grand  Prix  but  the  idea 
was  the  same  —  students  get  points 
for  good  behavior,  then  get  rewarded 
with  extra-curricular  activities. 

This  year  the  activities  are  referred 
to  as  “escapes.”  The  students  were 
shown  a  movie,  Night  Crossing, 
which  is  about  a  balloon  escape  from 
East  Germany. 

Two  improvements  are  being  insti¬ 
tuted  in  this  year’s  program.  It  was 
discovered  some  students  never  got 
to  go  to  any  activities  and  their  par¬ 
ents  did  not  know  they  were  missing 
out. 

This  year,  a  tracking  system  has 
been  instituted  that  will  keep  track  of 
who  isn’t  progressing  and  why,  and 
parents  will  be  informed  of  this  track¬ 
ing. 

The  other  improvement  involved  a 
change  from  negative  to  positive  rein¬ 
forcement  during  lunch  time. 

Last  year  a  supervisor  patrolled 
the  lunch  room  reminding  students  to 
behave,  throw  garbage  away,  etc. 
This  year  the  supervisor  carries  a 
clipboard  and  makes  notes  of  excel¬ 
lent  behavior  she  observes.  After 
lunch  the  points  earned  by  each  class 
are  read  over  the  intercom.
